Frances Perkins is 


Given Civil Service 


Post by President 


Gets Quieter Post Than 


Labor Spot; Salary 


$10,000 Yearly 


Washington, Sept. 14. — (AP) — 


Miss Frances Perkins, who was 
labor secretary 
all through the 


Roosevelt administration, has now 
been named a civil service com- 
missioner by President Truman. 


There are three commissioners. 


-The other two are men. They run 
the government's vast civil service 
system with its more than 2,280,- 
000 employes. 


This makes the 64-year-old Miss 


Perkins the No. 1 woman in the 
Truman administration just as she 
was in the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. Mr. Roosevelt made her la- 
bor secretary in 1933. 


But this, for her, will be a quiet- 


er job than the labor spot. There 
she was criticized often by men la- 
bor leaders who kept talking about 
the need for a man as labor secre- 
tary. 


Left Before Strikes 


(It so happened that she got out 


before the great strikes of the past 
year broke. Nothing like that had 
happened during her time as la- 
bor secretary. But the rroblems 
weren't the same then.) 


As a civil service commissioner 


Miss Perkins will be the only wom- 
an in government who reports Si- 
rectly to the president. 


(As labor secretary, and there- 


fore a member of the cabinet. Miss 
Perkins used to report directly to 
Mr. Roosevelt.) 


Here's the story on the civil

OPA Asks Housewives to

Meat Famine 


Washington, Sept. 14.—(AP) — 


OPA Chief Paul Porter told house- 
wives today 
to quit worrying 


about a "meat famine later on 
this fall and winter." 


"The 
much-publicized ' m e a t 


famine' will be disclosed for the 
irresponsible rumor that it is," 
Porter said in his weekly radio 
(ABC) 
discussion 
of 
food 
and 


price matters. He also promised 
the meat ceiling prices will be 
maintained, and will be enforced. 


From government food experts, 


meantime, came an estimate that 
the sugar price increase approved 
by OPA will add from $160,000,000 
to 5200.000,000 to food budgets in 
the next 12 months. The increase 
amounts to about two cents a 
pound in retail stores. 


Porter said a shutdown of some 


meat plants and lack of meat at 
some butcher shops was a natural 
result of the big rush to market 
livestock while prices were uncon- 
trolled. 


"We're paying now for the ab- 


normal glut of meat we had in 
July and August," he said. "That 
was the time when the sky was 
the limit as far as prices were 
concerned." 


Meat supplies should be "fairly 


good," Porter predicted "after we 
get over the hump of the next six 
or eight weeks." 


Promising a stiff fight against 


black markets, Porter said some 
OPA agents "will work in butch- 
ers' aprons right behind the coun- 
ters of retail stores, with an ear 
open for any illegal shennanigans 
by meat suppliers." 


"It will be pretty tough on the 


chiseler," he added. 


The new sugar ceiling is effec- 


tive Wednesday. 


Sugar Price to Jump 


The increase, which OPA pre- 


viously had said was probable, be- 
came definite last night when it 
announced ceiling increases of one 
^•"i-rone-halF ,*enfs a pound for 
cane and beet sugar and 1.37 cents 
for raw cane sugar at the refin- 
ers' level. 


When wholesalers and retailers 


pass this on. housewives will be 
paying 9 to 10 cents a pound for 
refined sugar at the grocery, com- 
pared with present national retail 
averages of 7 to 8 cents, the agen- 
cy said.

he ate the flesh at a saki party 
in a 12 by 18 foot cave on Chichi 
Jima. He said that all of the half- 
dozen, officers present, including 
Vice Adm. Kunzio Mori, partici- 
pated in the feast. 


Lt. (jg) Miyake lijima and Lit. 


Comdr. Miyasaki Kenji said they 
were present, but denied that they 
ate any flesh.

It seems a pity that some of 


our newspaper 
columnists who 


have sprung up of late have never 
had the advantage of any pews- 
paper training. We are thinking 
particularly of UNRRA Director 
FioreUo 
La 
Guardia, 
former 


mayor of New York, who finds 
time in bis busy life to do a col- 
umn which is run as a paid ad 
by a New York furniture com- 
pany. 
The other day, from Warsaw. 


Mr. La Gaurdia had this to say: 
"In every capital^that I have vis- 
ited, men in high'office as well as 
heads of government have pulled 
out clippings of American news- 
papers and have asked me why 
tfie errors, why the misrepresen- 
tations, why the false information. 
If they were editorials, the answer 
was easy. When they were news 
items, purporting to represent the 
facts, there was no answer." 


Now, any good city editor would 


jump down a reporter's throat for 
such writing. 
Who made 
the 


complaints?. What were the pa- 
pers in question, and what did the 
stories deal with? Are you sure 
that these officials were unbiased 
and had all the facte? 
Did you 


investigate the complaints

An observant Florida editor has 


asked me for an interpretation of 
L. o n d o n's Communist-supported 
squatter campaign which has pro- 
duced the astonishing though col- 
orful spectacle of hundreds of va- 
cant luxury apartments in London 
being occupied by homeless invad- 
ers under expert guidance. 


Well, that's a good question, be- 


cause as I see it this movement 
has been taken over by British 
Communists in a smart political 
maneuver. It is calculated to em- 
barrass the present Socialist gov- 
ernment and to lay the ground- 
work for its defeat in the next 
general election which under nor- 
mal circumstances would be held 
four years hence. 


To get the full import of this 


move, one must understand what 
happened in the general election a 
year ago. Britain then amazed 
the world by turning out the con- 
servative government, headed by 
the famous war-leader, Winston 
Churchill, and electing a Labor 
(Socialist) house of commons. 


•>w that didn't mean that the 


iiajority of the normally conserv- 
ative people of England suddenly- 
had swung hard left. What hap- 
>ened was that a lot of conserva- 
.ives. being dissatisfied with the 
Churchill government's handling of 
domestic problems, decided to give 
the Socialists a chance to see what 
they could do with such pressing 
questions as demobilization, em- 
>loyment and housing. 
So these 


icnservatives — without abandon- 
ng their political beliefs—voted 
'or the Socialists and put them on 
;rial without regard to politics. 


When I was in England a few 


months ago I talked with numer- 
ous political experts about the sit- 
uation. The Socialists recognized 
that they were indeed on trial and 
:hat if they-didn't make good they 
would be thrown out in the next 
general election through loss of 
votes amontf people outside the 
Socialist party. That is. the Social- 
.st vote alone wouldn't be suffi- 
cient for re-election. 


But what trend would the vot- 


ing take? Would it swing back 
into the conservative 
fold, 
or 


would it go still further left and 
give the untried Communists a 
chance? 
However, the majority 


of observers felt that the country 
would return to conservatism if 
the Socialists didn't make good.

diapers out to the indignant gaze 
of aristocratic neighbors. In some 
cases the authorities have cut off 
both light and water from the 
seized apartments.
